Charities feel squeeze 

Drives slowing, events cancelled as donations nosedive

Alberta charities are being 
squeezed in the economic 
downturn, with few meet¬ 
ing fundraising goals and 
others pulling the plug on 
marquee events. 

The Big Brothers Big Sis¬ 
ters Changing Lives Million 
Dollar Lottery will be 
scaled down in 2009, after 
organizers barely broke 
even last year. Slow sales 
extended the deadline of 
the lottery, just so the char¬ 
ity wouldn’t be in the red. 

“It’s the first time we’ve 
ever had to do that,” said 
development manager 
Ruth McIntyre. “We were 
within hundreds of dollars 


of breaking even.” 

Expenses for the lottery, 
including the million-dol- 
lar prize, were recovered 
through ticket sales. Or¬ 
ganizers were hoping to 
raise $1 million for Big 
Brothers Big Sisters and 
Kids Kottage in Edmonton 
and Calgaiy. 

McIntyre blames harsh 
competition between char¬ 
ities and a frigid economic 
climate for the decline in 
ticket sales. 

In Calgary, the Calgary 
Cares, the Wild Gala and 
Turn On Calgary can bring 
in as much as $200,000 per 
year, but due to lack of 
sponsorship in the case of 
Calgary Cares and lack of 
ticket sales for the Wild 
Gala and Turn On Calgaiy, 


they were all cancelled. 

“It’s a sign of the times,” 
said Greg Belland, execu¬ 
tive director of the South¬ 
ern Alberta Parks and 
Wilderness Association. 
The organization runs the 
Wild Gala, which usually 
brings in 400 people. This 
year, only 100 tickets could 
be sold, and they need 
more than 250 ticket sales 
just to break even. 

“We’re seeing fewer do¬ 
nations, so we also have to 
do a better job with donor 
relations,” Belland said, 
adding a drop in donations 


has major implications. 

“We may have to start 
looking for smaller places 
to rent or lay people off.” 

Calgary Cares, a gala for 
AIDS Calgary, typically 
earns up to $200,000 per 
year. The event was can¬ 
celled due to 50 per cent 
less support from sponsors. 

“A gala event is very ex¬ 
pensive,” said AIDS Cal- 
gaiy communications ana¬ 
lyst Amanda Chapman. “So 
we’re making a switch to 
having an annual giving 
campaign, which would 
not incur the same costs.” 


No plans to 
change city's 
Taser policy

Police services in Edmon¬ 
ton are not going to 
change policies around 
Tasers, they say, after the 
RCMP moved to restrict 
the use of the stun guns 
because it can kill in 
certain cases. 

Mounties will now only 
use Tasers if there is real 
threat to public safety, be¬ 
cause it’s too dangerous to 
use on suspects who are 
only resisting arrest, said 
RCMP Commissioner 
William Elliott in Ottawa 
on Thursday. 

Const. Joe Tassone, a 
conductive energy device 
instructor with the 



Edmonton Police Service’s 
training section, said the 
program in the city is 
“monitoring” the decision, 
but there are no plans to 
change policies. 

“I can tell you that right 
now, the Edmonton Police 
Service is confident in 
their policy with respect to 
the Taser and it’s assessed 
at an ongoing basis,” said 
Tassone. “We base our de¬ 
cisions on research and 
factual data to make 
certain that we are provid¬ 
ing the best possible train¬ 
ing for our members.” 

The Taser — made by 
U.S. firm Taser 
International Inc. — inca¬ 
pacitates people through a 
50,000-volt jolt of electrici¬ 
ty. Police say they are 
needed as a non-lethal al¬ 
ternative to 
firearms.

Station bounces Brown 

R&B artist's tracks pulled after alleged assault on Rihanna

A local radio station has 
yanked R&B star Chris 
Brown’s tracks from its 
playlist after allegations 
that he attacked his pop 
princess girlfriend, 
Rihanna. 

After unofficial sources 
and media reports claimed 
Brown, 19, assaulted the 
Grammy-award winner 
Sunday, 91.7 The Bounce 
decided to pull his tracks 
the next day. 

“The allegations and 
charges that are coming 
forward from the police in 
California, we decided to 
take the songs off air for 
the time being until we 
get some clarity on what 
happened,” said CHUM Ra¬ 
dio general manager 
James Stuart. 

Though the station has¬ 
n’t received any angry 
calls about Brown’s music, 
the decision to yank the 
tracks was a no-brainer for 
management. 

“Most of his songs deal 
with the relationship side 
... These are sensitive and 
serious topics as far of alle¬ 


gations of abuse in rela¬ 
tionships. It seemed inap¬ 
propriate to play songs 
that reflected the exact op¬ 
posite of that,” Stuart said. 

Women between the 
ages of 18 and 24 are most 
at risk for violence in dat¬ 
ing relationships, said San¬ 


dra Danco, executive di¬ 
rector of Edmonton 
Women’s Shelter. 

The way women are por¬ 
trayed in rap culture 
alone, Danco said, has an 
extreme influence on 
teenage girls and young 
women. 


She said on Thursday 
that the station deserves 
credit for being cognizant 
of its audience. 

“When violence in a re¬ 
lationship is promoted by 
a popular, cultural expres¬ 
sion, it’s hard to get it out 
of our way of thinking.” 


Crime spree involved alleged hatchet wielders 


Police are looking for two 
men and another who was 
carrying a hatchet after a 
string of robberies and 
smash-ups in the city’s 
south side Wednesday 
night. 

The spree of crimes be¬ 
gan around 4:45 p.m. when 
a man used a hatchet to 


smash a window of a BMW 
parked along Terwillegar 
Boulevard, police said. 

That was roughly 30 min¬ 
utes before a Honda was 
broken into on McTaggart 
Drive, which followed an¬ 
other vehicle window be¬ 
ing broken with a hatchet 
on McLuhan Road, said po¬ 


lice. 

Police also believe the 
same group robbed a man 
of his iPod while he was 
walking on Tredger Close, 
and it’s believed the trio at¬ 
tacked another man near 
17 Avenue and 65 Street 
while one suspect bran¬ 
dished a hatchet. 


City cops said they’re 
looking for a light- 
coloured, older model, 
rusty four-door Toyota. 

All three males are de¬ 
scribed by police as South 
Asian males with average 
builds who were seen wear¬ 
ing baggy clothing.

A crowd of about 1,000

6 arrested in 
Mumbai probe 


Pakistan was holding in 
custody the suspected 
ringleader and five other 
suspects in the conspiracy 
behind a militant attack 
that killed 179 people in 
Mumbai, the top Pakistani 
Interior Ministry official 
said on Thursday. 

“Some part of the con¬ 
spiracy has taken place in 
Pakistan,” Rehman Malik, 
adviser to the prime minis¬ 
ter on the interior, told a 
news conference. 

In a statement, the Indi¬ 
an Foreign Ministry called 
the Pakistani actions a 
“positive development.” 

Tracing telephone calls 
and bank transfers had led 
to the capture of a key fig¬ 
ure in the conspiracy, 
Hammad Amin Sadiq, Ma¬ 
lik said, calling him “the 
main operator.” 

The spokesman noted

with Reader’s Digest so big, 
he couldn’t pay it. And 
we’ve heard from many 
people saying they feel mis¬ 
led by the company’s mar¬ 
keting. 

A crackdown south of the 
border forced Reader’s Di¬ 
gest U.S. to change its mar¬ 
keting tactics. Now, in the 
U.S., eveiy letter from Read¬ 


er’s Digest has to include a 
separate piece of paper 
spelling out in BIG print 
that people don’t have to 
buy products to play the 
sweepstakes. Reader’s Di¬ 
gest also has to write any 
customer who spends more 
than $1,000 in a six-month 
period — and tell them they 
don’t have to buy products. 

But in Canada, it’s busi¬ 
ness as usual. Reader’s Di¬ 
gest Canada declined an in¬ 
terview request and instead 
sent us a letter. Its main 


point — its rules are per¬ 
fectly clear. By the way, 
those rules are typed in 
print so small you practical¬ 
ly need a magnifying glass 
to read it.

Edmonton's multiculturalism takes a hit

Imagine that you’ve moved 
to a new city where you 
have no friends or rela¬ 
tions. How would you learn 
how things work in your 
new home? 

You would probably look 
at your new city’s website. 
You could reasonably ex¬ 
pect that you could find out 
about bus schedules, recre¬ 
ation facilities and so on. If 
you were thinking about 
starting a business, you 
would expect to find infor¬ 


mation about how to go 
about getting a licence and 
finding information about 
zoning restrictions and the 
like. 

Now imagine you are a 
newcomer to Edmonton 
and you visit our city’s web¬ 
site. Not surprisingly, many 
of the things that you are 
likely to look for are there. 
You can, in fact, find out 
about transportation, jobs 
with the city, bylaws, etc. 
You can also find out about 
initiatives the city is under¬ 
taking with planning, hous¬ 
ing for the homeless and so 
on. 

So far, so good. Now tiy 
this. In the search area, en¬ 
ter the words “foreign lan¬ 
guage.” If you do, up will 
pop a number of items, one 
of which is Edmonton So¬ 


cial Plan — New Canadians 
and Visible Minorities 
(2006). Cool. This shows 
you that you have chosen a 
city that acknowledges 
newcomers. In fact, there 
are a number of areas on 
the website that talk about 
Edmonton’s multicultural 
nature. 

But let’s take a look at 
the social planning report 
more carefully. On page 21, 
you will find this bit of in¬ 
formation. In 2005, 38.6 per 
cent of newcomers to Ed¬ 
monton spoke neither Eng¬ 
lish nor French. This should 
come as no surprise to any¬ 
one. As the report also 
shows, in 2005, immigrants 
from China accounted for 
18 per cent of new Edmon¬ 
tonians, the Phillipines con¬ 
tributed 13.7 per cent and 


India 13.5 per cent. 

Now let’s go back to the 
home page of the city’s 
website. Look at it carefully. 
See if you can notice some¬ 
thing that is quite strange 
given the report you have 
just read. Tick toclc, tick 
toclc. Time’s up. 

Did you notice the entire 
site is in English? Is there 
any area to click on if 
you’re not an English 
speaker? Is there any indi¬ 
cation of who you could 
contact if you needed some¬ 
one to explain how the city 
works in your mother 
tongue? 

So much for our reputa¬ 
tion as a multicultural city.

Great-West reported a 
loss of $907 million, or

The insurer said adjusted 
net income from continu¬ 
ing operations was 58.6 
cents per common share in 
the quarter. 

The insurer, controlled 
by Montreal-based Power 
Financial, took a series of 
hefty charges related to 


the Putnam Investments 
operation it acquired in 
2007. This included a non¬ 
cash impairment charge of 
$1.35 billion after-tax in 
connection with Putnam’s 
goodwill and intangible as¬ 
sets.

Burke, the GM of the 
American entiy, and Yzer¬ 
man, the GM of Team Cana¬ 
da, held separate conference 
calls to talk about their se¬ 
lection process with the 
Olympic hockey tourna¬ 
ment one year away.

There should be no doubt 
that The International is 
a big movie. It’s practical¬ 
ly the only revealing as¬ 
pect one might reason 
from its vague, inconclu¬ 
sive title. 

Indeed, filmed in four 
countries across two conti¬ 
nents, The International 
may be a global thriller, 
but it may also be too 
sprawling for its own good. 

Interpol agent Louis 
Salinger (Clive Owen) has 
dedicated his career to tak¬ 
ing down a powerful inter¬ 
national bank that has 
been secretly dealing in fi¬ 
nancing terrorism around 
the world. After an associ¬ 
ate is mysteriously killed, 
he seeks support from a 
Manhattan District Attor¬ 
ney (Naomi Watts) and sets 
out to chase down the 
cold-blooded corporate cul¬ 
prits from Berlin to Milan 
to New York and Istanbul. 


Unfortunately, as fasci¬ 
nating as these locales are 

— and director Tom Tykw¬ 
er (Run Lola Run) does 
make them look fantastic 

— this worldwide chase 
becomes plodding and tire¬ 
some early on by an eager¬ 
ness to establish expanse 
(we all get it, it’s a big 
bank). 

In fact, it isn’t until 
Salinger finds himself in a 
well-choreographed shoot¬ 
out in Manhattan’s 
Guggenheim that The In¬ 
ternational becomes the 
taut, suspenseful homage 
to ’70s thrillers like The 
French Connection that it 
aspires to be. In this scene, 
Tykwer exceeds at creating 


an intensely thrilling se¬ 
quence that will surely end 
up The International’s lone 
lasting impression. 

Playing an all-but- 
defeated obsessive, Owen 
looks authentically ex¬ 
hausted. He appears as di¬ 
sheveled and worn as his 
world-weary character but 
then, that might’ve been 
more because of the ac¬ 
tor’s exaggerated travel 
schedule. 

In the end, it’s the super¬ 
fluous, tedious story that 
bogs down The Interna¬ 
tional and makes its audi¬ 
ence feel jet-lagged — as if 
they were the ones 
dragged across four coun¬ 
tries and two continents.

review When director Gus 
Van Sant remade Psycho 
back in 1998, it was slayed 
by critics. Although tiying 
to recreate the Hitchcock 
classic shot-for-shot was a 
daft experiment, it was 
doomed to fail. You cannot 
recapture lightning in a 
bottle twice. Why even tiy? 

Friday the 13th is one 
so-called classic in which 
that strategy may have ac¬ 
tually helped. After all, 
the original 1980 version 
was a low-budget, low¬ 
brow horror flick that 
looks horrific by today’s 
standards. A revamped 
shot-by-shot remake from 
a talented director might 


actually give the gore-fest 
some gas. 

Instead, director Marcus 
Nispel “re-imagines” Friday 
the 13th and its classic killer 
Jason Voorhees by form-fit¬ 
ting it into a common model. 
Sure, he gives the franchise a 
much-needed steroid boost 
but by turning the film’s 
awareness in on itself, he los¬ 
es the authenticity of the hor¬ 
ror. 

The plot is simple (and fa¬ 
miliar): When his sister goes 
missing, Clay Miller (Jared 
Padalecki of TV’s Supernatu¬ 
ral) heads out to the woods 
near Camp Ciystal Lake 
with an armful of flyers. 
There, he meets a group of 
arrogant rich kids and dis¬ 
covers the remains of an old 
cabin. Want to guess what 
happens next? 

There’s no mistaking Fri¬ 
day’s intentions — this is 
definitely for Jason 
Voorhees fans. But, with 
veiy little suspense to speak 
of, Friday the 13th isn’t 
scary at all...unless of 
course, you’re a film critic.

Sea 3-D is one of the most 
impressive examples of the 
IMAX 3-D format to date. 

The film was directed by 
Howard Hall, whose previ¬ 
ous underwater IMAX proj¬ 
ect, Deep Sea 3-D, is the sec¬ 
ond highest grossing IMAX 
doc to date. Hall is a master 
of creating immersive 3-D 
images that bring the audi¬ 
ence as close to actual under¬ 
water diving as possible 
without getting wet. 

The movie is filled with un¬ 
forgettable images that come 
alive on the massive IMAX 
screens. Some sequences 
such as a sea turtle eating a 
jellyfish or the bizarre mat¬ 
ing rituals of the giant cuttle¬ 


fish have an almost hypnotic 
pictorial beauty. 

When combined with the 
increasingly impressive mod¬ 
em 3-D technology the result 
is gorgeously stylized, yet re¬ 
alistic enough to have chil¬ 
dren and gullible adults 
grasping at the screen. Due to 
the vast scope of the IMAX 
screen the 3-D technology is 
not merely a gimmick like 
the goofy ’50s horror films 
John Candy used to mock on 


SCTV, but an incredible form 
of immersive visual story¬ 
telling that makes the screen 
feel like a window 
There’s no denying that 
the primary success of Un¬ 
der the Sea lies in its wow 
factor. Jim Carrey narrates 
the piece, dropping facts to 
keep things educational, 
but frequently the imagery 
is so compelling that it can 
be difficult to concentrate 
on anything else.

French Tuna and 
Bell Pepper Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

14 oz (400 g) new potatoes 
1 3/4 oz (50 g) green beans 

7 1/2 oz (220 g) mixed sal¬ 
ad greens 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
parsley 

1 tbsp (15 ml) snipped 
fresh chives 

1 small red onion, thinly 
sliced 

1 tbsp (15 ml) black olive 
tapenade 

2 garlic cloves, chopped 

2 tbsp (25 ml) extra virgin 
olive oil 

1 tbsp (15 ml) red wine 
vinegar 

1 tsp (5 ml) balsamic vine¬ 
gar 

Pepper to taste 
10-15 radishes, thinly 
sliced 

1 can (6 oz/170 g) tuna in 
water, drained 

3 1/2 oz (100 g) cherry 
tomatoes 

1 each of red, yellow and 
green pepper, seeded and 
thinly sliced 

8 black olives 

METHOD: 

1. Place potatoes in a pot 
and cover with boiling wa¬ 


ter. Cook over medium 
heat 10 minutes. Add 
green beans and cook 5 
minutes or until potatoes 
are tender and beans are 
just cooked. Drain well 
and set aside to cool. 

2. Toss the salad greens 
with the parsley, chives 
and red onion in a large 
shallow bowl. 

3. For dressing, mix tape¬ 
nade with garlic, olive oil, 
red wine vinegar and bal¬ 
samic vinegar, and season 
with pepper. Pour two- 
thirds dressing over salad 
greens and toss well to 
mix. 

4. Halve potatoes and 
arrange on top of salad 
greens with green beans, 
radishes, tuna, tomatoes, 
peppers and olives. Pour 
over remaining dressing, 
garnish with basil leaves 
and serve.
